The United States has been buy- 


ing about 5,000,000 ounces of Mexi- 
can silver monthly, paying for It 
nearly $2,500,000.

decision to suspend pur- 
chases was reflected hero In a seem- 
ingly loss friendly atmosnhere to- 
ward foreigners.

mother hadn't died, If my father 
had been a pal, with just a min- 
imum chance I could have made 
a 
comfortable place for myself 
In the world." 


Jones expressed belief that in 
the near future "a more humane 
method 
of 
penology 
will 
be 


evolved" and 
"It will not 
then- 


be necessary to lock thousands of 
men In cells and permit them to 
rot 
their 'days away 
in 
idlo- 
ness," 


Jones termed his death "a cru- 


cifixion, not an execution," con- 
tending, "I have given my life 
for a friend." 


Walter. Barnes, 19, who assisted 
Jones In tho holdup and received 
a life sentence for second degree 
murder, informed the state clem- 
ency board a woek ago that he 
killed 
the pool room 
operator.

WEEKEND VIOLENT 
DEATH TOLL REACHED 


- ELEVEN 


HIGHWAY ACCIDENTS CAUSE 


OF MORE THAN HALF 


OF FATALITIES 


By the Associated Press 


Violent death came to 11 Texans 
over the weekend. Six died In high- 
way smashups, one drowned, an- 
other plunged from a building, two 
burned 
to death and 
lightning 


struck down another.
